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East Hampton 
Man Admits 

to Kidnapping, 
Robbing Woman

An East Hampton man has admitted to 
kidnapping a woman he did not know, rob- 
bing her and fleeing to Massachusetts last 
year. 

Jay Rowe pleaded guilty March 25 in Suf- 
folk County court to first-degree robbery, 
second-degree kidnapping and fourth-de- 
gree grand larceny. The plea deal includes 
an agreement to forfeit the $3,045 that Rowe 
stole and police recovered. 

“This defendant stalked and preyed upon 
the victim. here and brazenly took by force 
what did not belong to him,” Suffolk County 


District Attorney Raymond Tierney said. 


“His actions demand extensive prison time.” 
Prosecutors said the 48-year-old man fol- 
lowed the victim around after she went to a 
bank in East Hampton, withdrew several 
thousand dollars and got into her vehicle on 
March 8, 2021. He then forced her to a remote 
location where he demanded her money at 
gunpoint and fled the scene, authorities said. 
His DNA was found on the victim’s glove box, 
according to investigators. 
~ Rowe faces up to 9 1/2 years in prison and 
five years of post-release supervision when 
he is sentenced May 19 by Judge Richard Am- 
bro. His attorney was not immediately avail- 
able for comment.

Riverside Man Pleads Guilty to Killing 
Girlfriend in Front of Her Daughter

A Riverside man has admitted killing his 45-year- 


old girlfriend in front of her 9-year-old daughter two 
years ago. 

Bayron Fajardo-Gonzalez pleaded guilty March 
28 to second-degree murder in Suffolk County court 
after a grand jury indicted him for fatally stabbing 
Tania Fox. He has been held without bail since his 
arrest. i 

“This plea will not bring the victim back, nor will it 
erase the brutal acts her young daughter witnessed,” 
Suffolk County District Attorney Raymond Tierney 


said. “However, this defendant will now serve an . 


extensive prison sentence and her family and loved 
ones can hopefully rest a little easier knowing that 
the defendant has been brought to justice.” 
Prosecutors said the 34-year-old man, who is not 
the child’s father, attacked the victim after she had 
arrived at the couple’s Ludlam Avenue residence 
with her daughter following an argument shortly 
after 11 p.m. on August 20, 2020. : 
The victim and her daughter locked themselves in 


the child’s bedroom to avoid Fajardo-Gonzalez, who 
went outside and broke a window to enter the child’s 
bedroom, chasing the mother and child upstairs to a 
small attic, authorities said. 

“If anything happens to me, Bayron is guilty,” Fox 
told her cousin over the phone, according to investi- 
gators. “Please take care of (my daughter).” 

Fajardo-Gonzalez then found the victim and 
stabbed Fox multiple times in the chest while her 
daughter was standing next to her, prosecutors said. 
The child escaped the attic and called 911, as did a 
tenant in the residence, as the victim could be heard 
screaming in the background, authorities said. 

Southampton Town Police. said responding of- 
ficers found Fajardo-Gonzalez walking: down the 
stairs from the attic covered in the victim's blood. 
He admitted he stabbed Fox, prosecutors said. The 
victim was taken to Peconic Bay Medical Center in 
Riverhead, where she was pronounced dead. 

Fajardo-Gonzalez faces up to 20 years to life in 
prison when he is scheduled to be sentenced on April 
27 before Judge Anthony Senft. His attorney could 
not be reached for comment.

Two. Abe donci Ducklings Rescued Near 


Queens Park Are Being Treated for Abuse 


at Long Island Shelter ».

At first glance, the rescue of two ducklings near 
Astoria Park last week seems like a warm and fuzzy 
tale just in time for the Easter season, but the River- 
head expert who rescued them described something 
far more nefarious. oo 

John Di Leonardo, the. anthrozoologist and 
president of Long Island Orchestrating for Nature 


(LION) in Riverhead, says he was alerted through ° 


social media that the two ducklings were spotted in 
Astoria Park with a very young chicken. Two LION 
volunteers located the ducks across the street from 
the park “looking terrified” behind the fence of an 
apartment building, but the chicken wasn’t found, 
Di Leonardo said. : 

_ The volunteers had to negotiate with the landlord 
for hours before they were allowed onto the property 


to rescue the ducklings, which were brought to the 


shelter in Riverhead where they are recovering. | 
The two ducklings are no more than 8 weeks old 
and had their toes cut off, Di Leonardo explained, 
adding that fowl are exempted from federal protec- 
tions, including the Animal Welfare Act and the 
Humane Slaughter Act, so they are routinely raised 
in filthy, windowless sheds by the thousands. Due to 
the stress of their confinement, they may self-harm 
and cannibalize one another, but rather than bet- 
tering their squalid conditions, farmers cut off their 


_ toes to minimize the harm they can do to themselves 


or others. 
“Baby birds are thinking, feeling persons, not Eas- 


-ter photo ops, school science experiments or trash to 


be discarded when you don’t want them anymore,” 
Di Leonardo said. “Abandoning a chick or domestic 
duck is cruel and illegal, and no different from aban- 
doning a dog or cat. Domestic ducks have tiny wings, 
large bodies and no camouflage. They don’t know 
how to forage adequately and cannot fly or migrate. 
They are as different from wild ducks as a housecat 
is from a tiger and are literally sitting ducks for pred-

ators and cruel people when abandoned to the wild.” 

The two ducklings rescued near Astoria Park were 
emaciated and suffered from bumblefoot, a type of 
staph infection that is common in ducks. 

Di Leonardo and his volunteers rescued more 
than a dozen waterfowl and geese from a Forest 
Hills home in January.. The last of those rescued 
birds were recently placed in their “forever home.” 

While his animal advocacy organization rescues 
hundreds of birds each year, he said the average 
person can save 200 baby animals just like the two 
ducklings annually simply by leaving them off their 
plate. LION is launching a major campaign to end the 
exploitation of chicks, ducklings and other baby ani- 


‘mals during the spring, when they are abandoned en 


masse after school hatching projects and around the 
Easter holiday. Di Leonardo said the adage “Adopt, 
don’t shop” applies to all animals and that animal 
abandonment is a crime. 

“When introduced into nature, non-native spe- 
cies disrupt natural ecosystems, which rely on the 
migratory behavior of wild ducks and geese and 
the natural recovery period that comes with their 
absence,” Di Leonardo said, adding, “They can also 
spread disease to native species ...” 


East Hampton Airport 


Plan Making Progress

The plan to convert East Hampton Airport from pub- 
lic to private use is moving forward in the Town of East 
Hampton's bid to enact new flight curfews and aircraft 
restrictions, officials said. The Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration has completed its airport airspace analysis and 
found no objection to the plan to deactivate the airport at 
11:59 p.m. May 17 and activate the new airport in Wain- 
scott at 9 a.m. May 19, according to the town and FAA. 


“The FAA is working closely with the Town of East 
Hampton so all federal regulations are followed to en- 
sure the safety of the airspace,” the agency said. The town 
is also working with Flight Tech Engineering to design 
and implement private instrument flight procedures that 
will require FAA approval. 

The town has previously said the draft rules it is plan- 
ning to impose include limiting flights between 8 a.m. 
and 8 p.m. weekdays and 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. on weekends 
and holidays. Also among the proposed restrictions 
would be the phasing out of allowing aircraft that use 
lead-based fuel. 

The town had bumped the planned temporary closure 
and reopening of the airport from February to May amid 
ongoing discussions with the FAA and three lawsuits. 
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Ranking the 
Presidents

very year, two well-known insti- 

tutions, C-SPAN and Siena Col- 
lege, rank all of our presidents from 
best to worst. They do this by asking 
historians from both the left and 
right of the political spectrum to do 
the work. The idea is to get a 
fair and balanced result. 

Abraham Lincoln is usu- 
ally No. 1. George Wash- 
ington is usually No. 2. It 
goes on from there. 

I thought it might be in- 
teresting to publish the rank- 
ings of all the presidents who at 
one time or another spent time on the 
East End. So here they are. 

In 1757, as a young colonel in the 
U.S. Army, George Washington 
stayed at the William Booth Inn in 


Greenport (then known as Stirling) 
while traveling from New York to Bos- 


ton. In 1790, as president, he made 
another trip out to the East End. He 
wanted to personally thank the group 
of spies who worked for him during 
the revolution. He exchanged letters 
with them. But he had never met 
them. He was a frail man of 58 when 
he came out that second time, not on 
horseback as we always remember 


him, but in a horse-drawn carriage. 


His goal was Setauket, just adjacent 
to Stony Brook, where the members 
of this Culper Spy Ring lived. His 
meetings in Setauket were joyous. 
Afterwards, he went back to the City 
the way he came. 

In 1898, Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
lived in Montauk from mid-August to 
early October, as part of the 29,500- 
man American army that lived in 
a vast tent camp to recover from 
tropical illnesses after triumphantly 
throwing the Spanish out of Cuba. He 
was a war hero and not yet president. 
He is ranked this year No. 4. 

Thomas Jefferson is ranked No. 5. 
He was the main author of the Decla- 
ration of Independence and was our 
president from 1801 to 1809. In 1791, 


as secretary of state, he came 
out East to visit prominent 
. citizen Ezra LHommedieu 
at his home in Southold, 
then to go see William 
Floyd, Long Island’s signer 
of the declaration who had 
a mansion at Mastic Beach. 
While there, Jefferson sought 


out and met with a woman who was a‘ 


member of the Unkechaug Indian Na- 
tion that was then in decline, but who 
still knew the tribe’s Native language. 


Jefferson transcribed much of this — 


language in order to preserve it for 
posterity. In 1809, in the last year of 
his presidency, he put the transcrip- 
tion in a trunk with other presidential 
papers that he ordered shipped back 
to his Monticello home in Virginia. 
It never arrived. It:was soon learned 
that a stevedore had stolen the trunk 
while it was being loaded aboard ship, 
and finding nothing of value inside, 
dumped it overboard into the James 
River. Jefferson subsequently wrote 
a letter to a friend stating that he 
hoped the thief, now on trial, would 
be hanged. It’s an extraordinary let- 
ter. But it never happened. 

James Madison, No. 7, then a con- 
gressman, from Virginia after over- 
seeing the creation of the U.S. Consti- 
tution, accompanied Jefferson on his 
visit to Floyd’s house in 1791. Madison 
became a very effective President in 
1809, declared war on England for 
impressing American sailors at sea 
(recruiting them by force), leading to 
a great outpouring of American pa- 
triotism. 

Before he became president in 1961, 
Jack Kennedy, No. 10, married Jackie 
Bouvier, a young woman from East 
Hampton. It was in 1953. There’s a

photograph of them sailing in what 
many believe to be Gardiner’s Bay. 
But I know of no other record of his 
visiting his in-laws here. 

Bill Clinton became president in 


1993 and:is ranked No. 15. He bal- 


anced the federal budget and was a 
master at negotiating compromise. 
He and his wife Hillary have rented 


summer homes in the Hamptons for 


years. He’s umpired three times at the 
annual Artist-Writers softball game, 


“most recently in 2021. 
William McKinley, No. 20, elected | 


president in 1897, visited war hero 
Roosevelt in Montauk in Septem- 
ber 1898. McKinley led the country 
through a great economic boom while 
he was president and was very popu- 


lar. When he was assassinated in Buf 


falo in 1901, the man he had chosen 
to become his vice president in 1900, 
Roosevelt, became president. 
Richard Nixon, No. 29, was a 
frequent guest at Gurney’s Inn in 
Montauk prior to becoming presi- 
dent. He wrote one of his Republican 
Presidential nomination acceptance 
speeches here. He’s praised for open- 
ing up China to the outside world and 
has been criticized for authorizing 
burglars to break into his political 
opponents’ headquarters and plant 
listening devices so he would know 


his opponents’ plans. After being’ 


caught lying about it, he resigned in 
1974. He is the only president who 
ever resigned. 

Chester Arthur, No. 34, was a fe 
quent summer visitor to the Hamp- 


tons, keeping a summer White House - 


in Sag Harbor during the 1880s. He’s 
criticized for enacting America’s first 
anti-immigration laws, refusing to al- 
low Chinese people to become Ameri- 


can citizens for 10 years. 

After President John Tyler’s wife 
Letitia died in the second year of his 
presidency in 1842, he courted and 
married a young East Hampton wom- 
an named Julia Gardiner. He was 54. 
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She was 23. Tyler visited his in-laws — 


here. A terrible president whose views 
got him thrown out of his own po- 
litical party, he served only one term. 
And when the Civil War broke out in 
1861, he, a slave owner, became a sen- 
ator for the Confederacy. He’s ranked 
No. 37 of our 44 presidents. ; 

Donald Trump, president from 
2017 to 2021 and ranked No. 42, is 


criticized for. withdrawing from the . 


Paris Agreement designed to stop 
global warming, threatening to with- 
draw from NATO, blocking immigra- 
tion and fomenting an insurrection in 
Washington after claiming he’d won 
a second term when he did not. Be- 
fore his presidency, Trump, a wealthy 


- man, created a helicopter service that 


shuttled visitors between Manhattan 
and East Hampton. He is the only 
president to have been impeached 
twice. 

And who is ranked as our worst 
president at No. 45? Andrew John- 
son, a Southerner who became vice 
president in 1864 on the ticket with 
Abraham Lincoln. After Lincoln was 
shot, President Johnson took over 
and looked the other way as the Ku 
Klux Klan in the South returned to 
terrorizing and lynching African 
Americans, thus reversing much of 
what Lincoln accomplished earlier. 
Johnson also was. impeached, and 
just barely survived — by one vote — 
a proposal to remove him from office. 

Johnson never set foot on eastern

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WORK ON “STARGAZER” WILL RESUME IN APRIL 
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‘Stargazer’ Restoration Resumes With 
Funding, But More May Be Needed 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


With spring now fully underway and pre-season 
beautification in order, the man tasked with restoring 
late artist Linda Scott’s iconic “Stargazer” sculpture in 
Manorville is getting back to work this month, and he 
finally has the funds to do it — mostly. 

Scott’s longtime boyfriend David Morris helped re- 
alize her unprecedented vision of erecting the 50-foot 
red sculpture of a deer looking to the heavens with a 
branch in its mouth at the gateway to the Hamptons 
back in 1991, and he remained its steward, patching 
holes and fixing damage as it came. But the sculpture 
fell into serious disrepair over the last 30 years, and 
when Scott died of cancer in 2015, Morris became 
even more motivated to keep his girlfriend’s legacy 
alive. The full restoration effort has been monumen- 
tal, and things are looking more promising than ever, 
but a few hurdles remain. 


Last fall, Lindenhurst-based orthopedic surgeon 
Dr. Harvey Manes of the Manes American Peace Prize 
Foundation presented Morris with a $100,000 dona- 
tion to help cover the bulk of the badly needed resto- 
ration, which will be funneled through the Brooklyn- 
based nonprofit Arete Living Arts Foundation. The 
FLAG Art Foundation in Manhattan also pledged 
$50,000 (half of which will be paid later), Sherwin 
Williams donated paint, GO Solar gave lighting, and 
additional pledges have trickled in through the “Star- 
gazer” GoFundMe page and the artist’s website, lin- 
dascott.org. 

Arete Living Arts Foundation executive director 


John Whiteman said his organization keeps excellent: 


accounting of how all donations are spent, and they 
have been an instrumental part of ensuring “Stargaz- 
er” and Scott’s legacy continue long into the future. “T 
see what's being spent on a weekly basis,” he said, not- 
ing that Arete has overseen “Stargazer” since before 


Scott’s death. . 

Morris has applied numerous temporary fixes 
throughout the decades, but this latest work, now 
backed by significant funding, aims to fully restore 
the sculpture and make it more solid and structur- 
ally sound than the original build, essentially redoing 
everything from the ground up. He began this newly 
funded restoration last year, working through mid- 


: December on framing and plywood, in preparation 


for the stucco outer layer, before the winter weather 


forced him to stop. 

“I haven't started it yet (this year) because of the 
weather — you don’t know what's going to happen in 
March,” Morris said this week, explaining his-plans to 


resume work on the sculpture by mid-April. “I don’t 


want to take the material out and then we have a storm 
and everything is blowing all over the fields out there. 
So I'll probably start in a couple of weeks, full blast, 
again.”

“I thought this was going to go three times faster 
than-I predicted.

_they didn’t anticipate the water problem it created 
when condensation. got caught behind the panels and 
couldn't escape. “And to compound it, I had the birds 


getting in there. I never saw it on top, but the wood-- 


peckers pecked holes in it,” he said. The new build will 

include ventilation, and Morris plans to add a metal 

layer on top so the woodpeckers can’t peck holes that 
would allow water to seep in. 

_ “The way we built it originally, it was never going 

to last that long, as long as it did,” Morris said. After 


“Stargazer” is properly restored, when it’s finally com- — 


plete, he said it shouldn’t need another serious repair 
for 10 years or longer. Adding a fresh coat of -paint 


annually would also do wonders for maintaining the 


sculpture, Morris noted. : 

It appears inevitable that more e funds will be needed 
for materials. and to rent the expensive articulating 
construction lifts he needs before the last stucco panel 
and coat of paint are applied. “The worst-case scenar- 
io, I might not get it all stucco-ed this year, it all de- 
pends. And I might have to raise a little more money, 
but I’m really optimistic. It'll have the whole shape to 
it,” Morris added. 

And of course, even more money will be required 

to keep “Stargazer” going in perpetuity. After he dies, 
Morris said he has a friend who could potentially take 
over as steward, but nothing happens without fund- 
ing, which would continue to be managed by the Arete 
Living Arts Foundation. “We have an ongoing, 20-year 
contract for the land,” Whiteman said. “It’s definitely a 
long-term plan for the ‘Stargazer.””. 


“We have to get some more money for the future. 


Once it’s all done and looking great, we'll just raise 


money for that, like a pool of money so if anything 


a bit crazy for continuing the difficult job, but it’s about 
honoring Scott, who he thinks about “all the time” — 
especially while working on her sculpture. “If I think 
of her, I can hear her voice, just the way she would talk 


and everything, metaphysically, through my mind’s 
eye,” he said, describing their close relationship with 
a deep.connection fueled by shared interests in top- 
ics such as quantum physics, the stars and, of course, 
art. “Her son Morgan called me his stepfather,” Morris 
added. 

Along with managing the funding for “Stargazer,” 
Whiteman said Arete is hoping to make a documen- 
tary film about Linda Scott and her sculpture. He 
pointed out that Scott was an important female figure 
in the New York Abstract Expressionist scene, and her 


_ story should be told on film. Meanwhile, he and Mor- 
' ris will talk soon about what’s needed to complete the 


“Stargazer” restoration. “I keep a close watch on it,” 
Whiteman continued, adding, “We do have another 
grant coming in for the ‘Stargazer’ in the next six 
months.” But only time will tell how far the funds will 
go toward completing the job. 

If the money runs out, it seems likely someone will 
step up to help save the beloved sculpture that wel- 
comes drivers to the Hamptons. “I never thought it 
would become like this. This big. I never thought it 
would become a landmark the way it did. It has its 
own life,” Morris said. “People love it so much.”

wo Sagaponack parcels, including an ocean- 

front property, asking for a total of $48 mil- 
lion, made it to contract last week before it was 
even officially on the market. 


Christopher Covert of Compass is represent- . 


ing the sellers in the transaction, - along 
with Chris Coleman, also of Compass. 
Hedgerow Exclusive Properties, a 
Bridgehampton-based firm that 
specializes in off-market transac- 
tions, brought the buyer. Covert 
declined to say how much the buyer 

_has agreed to pay for two separate 
and single parcels totaling almost 
four acres. Hedgerow also declined 
to comment. 

The two oceanfront acres at 35,Potato Road and 
the vacant property to the north at 543 Daniel’s 
Lane, were billed as “a once in a generation op- 
portunity to create a legacy estate compound by 
the sea.” 

The oceanfront property is also rare in that it 
is situated above the flood zone. The property is 


elevated just enough that a lower level could eas-_

ily be designed if building new without the con- 
straints many other oceanfront properties have. 

The current 5,200-square-foot home on the first 
lot enjoys 250 feet of direct ocean frontage with 
views from every level. Originally, there were two 
one-acre parcels on the ocean with two separate 
homes, Covert explains. When one family sold it 
to the neighboring one, the properties were 
merged and the two homes were con- 
‘nected with an enclosed breezeway. 

“It is certainly a very well main- 
tained home as it is,” Covert says. 

There are a total of seven bedrooms 

and five-and-a-half baths, along 

with a third-level sunroom, roof deck 
and multiple oceanside decks. 
In addition, there is an oceanside 
gunite pool and an indoor Endless =p pool 
for year-round swimming. 

To the north is the undeveloped, but cleared, 
nearly two-acre lot at 543 Daniel’s Lane — one of 
the last undeveloped parcels of land this close to 
the beach in all the Hamptons. There is room for a 
house with 7,000 square feet of space above grade 
plus a lower level. A pool, pool house and tennis 
court could also be built. 


Covert refused to. name the sellers or the buyers. 
According to property records, 35 Potato 


Road and 543 Daniel’s Lane have been owned 
-by a limited liability corporation called Chicken 


Coop since 2019. The late philanthropist Di- 
ane (Didi) W. Burke transferred ownership into 
the LLC. 

Burke’s late husband James (Jim) E. Burke, 
who had served as chairman and CEO during the 
course of his 37 years with Johnson & Johnson, 
was listed on the deed for 35 Potato Road as of 
2016, though he died in 2012. Burke’s sister, 
Phyllis Davis, is also listed on the Daniel’s Lane 
property. (Many will recognize the Bridgehamp- 
ton homeowner’s name as a benefactor of local 
charities and Stony Brook Southampton Hospital, 
where the Edmund & Phi Davis Wellness In- 
stitute exists). 

Fortune magazine named Jim Burke one of his- 
tory’s 10 greatest CEOs in 2003, much in part due 


to his leadership during the Tylenol poisonings 


in 1982 and, according to The Washington Post, 
Burke took charge of a committee to produce tam- 
per-proof packaging. He received the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom, the highest civilian’honor in 
the country in 2000. 

His wife, whose father served as Assistate Sec- 
retary of the Interior under President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, died in December at the age of 94. 

The couple was passionate about improving 
the health and wellbeing of children and cre- 
ated a philanthropic foundation. For more than 
25 years, the Burke Foundation has supported 
programming in fields including the arts, health _ 
care, education and. community. revitalization, 
with an emphasis on creating equal opportuni- 
ties ‘for all families © ie children, according to. 
its website.

Megan Euell

his week’s unique cover comes to us from Megan 


Euell — a photo she took of her plein air setup. 


while painting Montauk Lighthouse. Here, she dis- 
cusses the iconic East End landmark, her sight size 
painting method and inspiring the next generation. 


What is the name of this week’s cover art, 
and what inspired its creation? 

This painting is titled “Montauk Lighthouse.” I 
painted it entirely plein air, from life, from the van- 
tage point at Camp Hero. I was born and raised on 
the East End, and have been to the lighthouse many 
times. It’s such an iconic spot, and while I’ve painted 
landscapes for more than 10 years, this was my first 
time creating a painting of the Montauk Lighthouse! 
My dad loves to join me on painting adventures, so 
we headed out early from Southampton and made a 
day of it. When I set up that morning to paint, it was 
a bit hazy, with lots of clouds, and as the day went 
on, it cleared up beautifully and everything became 
more vibrant. I chose to keep the clouds in the paint- 
ing, which I felt added to the scene. My goal with 
landscape painting is to celebrate the land, and our 
beautiful home of Eastern Long Island, and preserve 
it through my work. 


How was this piece created? Walk us 
through your creative process. 

I was trained in a method called sight size, where 
I create a One-to-one representation of the scene 
before me. It’s a visual tool, and I use it in conjunc- 
tion with comparative measurement. I took some 
photos with my phone from a few different spots in 
the area, and then decided where I wanted to paint. 
I always begin with a simple drawing in charcoal to 
plan out the painting, and then dive right in, usu- 
ally painting background to foreground. I try to 
mix the cleanest, most accurate color possible and 
apply the paint and leave it. I -put down the gen- 
eral color for each area using larger brushes, and 


as I get further along, switch to smaller brushes~ 


for detail With plein air, you need to paint directly, 
with a sense of immediacy, as so many factors can 
change quickly. I treat it like I am participating in a 
painting marathon, and I have one chance to get it 
right. Depending on the project, I sometimes work 
on the painting more in the studio, and other times, 
I go back to the scene two, three, four times before it 
is fully finished. 


What makes this unique piece an ideal fit 
for a Dan’s Papers cover? 

My painting is a celebration of the iconic light- 
house. It’s unique because of its accuracy and paint- 
erly style. I took the photograph of my easel set up in 
front of the scene to show the viewer that I painted 
it on location, from life, capturing the essence of

the scene before me. The Montauk Lighthouse is a 
symbol of the East End and its beauty, which I en- 
compass and celebrate in the purest way possible, by 
painting it. 


How would you describe your art style, 
and how did you develop it? 

I consider myself a representational painter, 
meaning I paint a realistic impression of my subject. 
I was initially captivated by classical drawing and 
painting during high school while I studied at Long 
Island Academy of Fine Art, previously located in 
Riverhead. The next step in my journey was attend- 
ing the Savannah College of Art and Design where I 
received my BFA in fashion, and minored in draw- 
ing. During each summer break, I took courses in 
landscape painting at LIAFA. Following graduation 
from the Savannah College of Art and Design, I de- 
cided to follow my passion in drawing and painting 
by attending the Florence Academy of Art, located in 
Florence, Italy. It was at this academy that I received 
my education in the sight size method, honed my 
skills as a fine artist and.was fully trained as a clas- 
sical painter. It was a rigorous, full-time, three-year 
program. I am immensely grateful to have furthered 
my education in an atelier setting from amazing in- 
structors, in such a beautiful place. 


What artistic accomplishment are you 
most proud of? 

My greatest accomplishment is making a living 
being a professional artist and my work being rec- 
ognized by galleries, private clients, art institutions 
as well as a growing number of students who wish to 
study with me. This has been my dream since child- 
hood, and it’s been a long and incredible journey 
thus far.

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National Treasure: WHBPAC 
Celebrates Nicolas Cage

esthampton Beach Performing 
Arts Center is doing something 
a bit out of the ordinary, perhaps 
even extraordinary, given the venue’s 
somewhat more highbrow, artsy repu- 
tation, and it’s exactly what we need. 
Scheduled over three days from April 
22-24, Caged In: A Nicolas Cage Film 
Festival will screen eight selections 
from the actor’s vast filmography 
and supplement them with a variety 
of special panels and events digging 
deep into Cage’s four-decade oeuvre. 
As the festival’s creators (WHBPAC 


Communications Manager Heather 


Draskin and Box Office Director Al- 
lison Frost) point out, Cage’s reper- 
toire is as varied as one can get, and 
his acting chops have long been the 
subject of heated debate. The man 
has earned accolades for his talents, 
and even a Best Actor Oscar for 1995's 
Leaving Las Vegas, but he’s equally, 
if not more, famous for over-the-top 
performances in a long list of forget- 
table, B-grade films. He’s a Hollywood 
legend with a host of iconic roles, just 
as he’s an internet joke with too many 
memes to count. In short,- Nicolas 
Cage is polarizing and perfect for the 


kind of celebration WHBPAC has ee 
together. 

Attendees of the Cased In festival 
will enjoy screenings of Cage classics 
including’ Moonstruck (1987), Face/ 
Off (1997), Adaptation (2002), Na- 
tional Treasure (2004) and National 
Treasure; ‘Book of Secrets (2007), 
G-Force (a 2009 animated film) and 
Pig (2021). But the most interesting 
part is the list of events, such as a 
Cornerstone Panel with notable film 
experts and Nicolas Cage enthusi- 
asts discussing his films and career; 
the Village Treasure: Store of Secrets 
treasure hunt throughout the vil- 
lage of Westhampton Beach; Wild at 
Heart Ultimate Nicolas Cage Acting 
Experience with teaching artist Kasia 
Klimiuk; a You Don’t Say: Memes in 
the Age of Cage talk with internet-and 
social media influencers discussing 
the impact of memes on culture; and, 
of course, a costume contest (so bring 
your snakeskin jacket — a symbol of 
your individuality and your belief in 
personal freedom). 

“We traditionally have a film pro- 
gram that does first-run arthouse, 


independent and foreign films, so |

mainstream and a little less indie, 
definitely was a bit of a switch,” Frost 
explains. “But I think coming out of 
the pandemic, one of the conversa- 
tions that we’ve been having is how 
do. we reach a new audience? How do 
we reach people whq maybe haven't 
come here in years? How do we re- 
invigorate the film program?” Frost, 
who also curates WHBPAC’s Rose and 
Don Ciampa World Cinema Series, 
points out that a festival like Caged 
In brings added. value to audiences. 
“You get to the panels, you get to talk 
to maybe a writer or director, you get 


to talk to people who have a deeper 


understanding of film in general,” she 
says. “It’s a whole experience.” 

With this idea in mind, Frost and 
Draskin began to brainstorm ideas for 


_ such an experience. “On a whim, we 


began. to formulate the idea of a film 
festival. And in deciding who would 


be the perfect honoree, we came upon . 


Nicolas Cage because he’s a cult ac- 
tor with such an enigmatic presence, 
eclectic filmography, and frankly, he’s 
pretty damn interesting,” Draskin re- 
calls. “And then when you think of his 


influence on pop culture and social ° 


media, it felt like the perfect fit. We’re 
moving in new directions with things 
like our film program, where we can 
flex our creative muscles in a medium 
that allows for a lot of cinematic free- 
dom,” she continues, explaining that 
Cage is “an actor with a deep reservoir 


_ of talent that transcends contempo- 


rary acting styles.” 

Frost and Draskin had already, half- 
jokingly at first, played with the idea 
of a Nicolas Cage festival when they 
caught wind of the actor's latest film, 
The Unbearable Weight of Talent, pre- 
miering at South by Southwest. “We 
saw that and said, ‘It’s kind of a sign 
from the universe, right?” Frost says, 
describing the new film as “a very meta 


movie with Nic Cage playing a version 
of himself who has to deal with all his 
previous films and characters.” 

The timing couldn’t be better. The 
Unbearable Weight of Talent hits 
theaters on Friday, April 22, the day 
the festival begins, and it will surely 
have fans reinvigorated and excited 
for all things Nicolas Cage. And so far, 
the movie has received great reviews, 
earning a 9.1 on IMDB and 100% on 
Rotten Tomatoes. Soon everyone will 
be talking about Cage. 

Both 38. years old, Draskin and 
Frost admit to being longtime fans of 
Cage and lovers of movies in general, 
and they say this festival is geared to- 


- ward people like them — but for fans 


of all ages. “Twenty-year-olds have a 
different Nic Cage than we do.

F Bay Street Theater's first foray into immer- 


sive theater, Tom Salamon’s The Grift is a fun. 


way to challenge your ability to think on your feet, 
work on your improv and explore areas of Sag Har- 
bor you may never get to see otherwise. But we’re 
getting ahead of ourselves. 

When my fellow Dan’s Papers editor Oliver Pe- 
terson and I entered Bay Street on the first night 
of previews, we were assigned to one of five teams, 
the orange team, which paired us with a mysteri- 
ous masked man named Steve (though to be fair, 
we were all encouraged to remain masked, so it 
wasn't all that mysterious). Once the other teams 
filled out, the lights in the lobby grew dim and a

Hethen cued a postmortem recording of Ben, por- 
trayed by a famous actor who longtime Bay Street 
supporters may be able to guess.

1 Bottle of Hornitos Plata Tequila

E ooking for another amazing 
red to enjoy on these chilly 
spring evenings?

While listed as a single 
varietal, it is actually another 
Bordeaux-style blend with 80% 
merlot, 8% cabernet sauvignon, 
6% cabernet Franc, 5% malbec 
and 1% petit verdot. 

Winemaker John Leo says, “The 
smooth, plush feel of merlot benefits 
from the structure of cab sauv, the 
forward plumpness of cab Franc, 
the mouth-filling roundness of mal- 
bec and the verve of petit verdot. 
Together, the blend is a composition 
of elegance and depth.” 

He adds, “My goal in crafting 
Clovis Point wines is to first make 
wines that I and the Clovis own- 
ers are happy to drink and proud

bottle a wine that we don’t find 
satisfying to drink ourselves.” 

With this wine, he far sur- 
passed that goal. The nose is re- 
splendent with cherry and coffee. 
This dry, medium-bodied, wine is 
earthy with lovely notes of bitter- 
sweet chocolate. The fresh cherry 
finish is long and persistent. 

Awine buyer might wonder how 
something labeled as a merlot can 
still be a blend. Quick wine tuto- 
rial: Here in the United States, 
for the most part, a wine needs to 
be 75% of a varietal to be labeled 
as that single varietal. There are 
rare exceptions like the state of 
Oregon, where their most: widely 
grown grapes, such as pinot noir, 
(which Oregon is famous for), pi- 
not gris, chardonnay and pinot 
blanc need to be at 90%. This is 
called varietal labeling. 

In Old World wines, most label- 
ing is done by region and referred

to as regionally labeled. The rea- 
son regional labeling is done in 
Old World wines is twofold: 

First, Old World wines are 
terroir-based. The goal in these 
wines is that you are drinking the 
essence of the land at a particular 


time, and the vine and grapes are 


simply the conduit through which 
that essence reaches your glass. 
The second is.that there are 
laws governing which grapes can 
be in a region’s wine. For example, 
if you are drinking a red Burgun- 
dy, you are drinking pinot noir. If 
you are drinking a red Bordeaux, 
you are drinking one varietal, or 
a blend of merlot, cabernet sau- 


_vignon, cabernet Franc, malbec, 


petit verdot and — though less 
likely — carmenere.

Victoria Schneps is a dynamo of 
devotion and a catalyst for change 
for the needs of individuals with au- 
tism, developmental disabilities and 
special needs. For over a half century, 
Schneps has made it her life’s work to 
support Life’s WORC, an organiza- 
tion that she founded 50 years ago 
— and the tens of thousands of lives 
that they have positively impacted, 
cared for with dignity, and improved 
their quality of life. 

For Schneps, her passion. be- 
gan with personal experience. Her 
daughter, Lara, suffered brain dam- 
age and seizures in her infancy. As 
a devoted parent, she first sought a 
cure for her daughter’s injuries, a 
search that later evolved into one for 
quality care. She located the Willow- 
brook State School on Staten Island, 
which was able to accept Lara in their 
Infant Rehabilitation Center. 

It was Willowbrook that changed 
Schneps’ life, and it was Schneps 
who then changed the lives of count- 


less individuals with special needs. 
Schneps, at the time a. public school 
teacher in New York City, started 
Life’s WORC, an acronym for Wom- 
en’s Organization for Retarded Chil- 
dren, as an advocacy, fundraising 
and volunteer organization. With the 
organization’s foundational meet- 
ing hosted in Schneps’ living room, 
Life’s WORC — founded primar- 
ily with neighbors and friends with 
healthy children who wanted to help 
— sought to aid the facility. 

“They all felt compelled to vol- 
unteer because. they were blessed 
with healthy children, many saying, 
‘There but for the grace of God, go I,” 


says Schneps. 
However, shortly thereafter, New 
York State instituted significant 


budget cuts to the programs for this 
vulnerable population. With new 
limitations of resources came dras- 
tic negative impacts to the quality of 
care. Seeing firsthand the deplorable 
conditions at Willowbrook, Schneps 


and the women of Life’s WORC 
turned from volunteers into picketers 
and protestors, to bring change. 

“We started a women’s organiza- 
tion to help volunteer and raise mon- 
ey for Willowbrook,” Schneps recalls. 
“About a year after we started our ef- 
forts, Gov. Nelson Rockefeller slashed 


the budget. With these slashes came 


drastic changes in the quality of care. 
These people at Willowbrook were 
helpless, like my daughter. They were 
living in conditions that were unsuit- 
able for anyone — especially those, 
like my daughter, who required 
around-the-clock care to be fed, to be 
diapered and bathed.” 

The facility was forcing children 
and others into tragic conditions that 
were both unsanitary and inhumane. 
At the same time, a young journal- 
ist was made aware of the problems 
arising at Willowbrook, thanks to 
Schneps. That reporter was Geraldo 
Rivera, who set his sights on telling 
the stories of the families and indi- 


viduals at the facility — an exposé 
that would shock the world. 

“I connected with Geraldo Rivera 
and he was snuck into the facility by 
a doctor who worked there,” Schneps 
says. “People were actually dying and 
Geraldo recognized the sad and tragic 
conditions that myself and many like 
me were going through, as our fam- 
ily members were helpless. Geraldo’s 
recognition of the importance of this 
story is why he is forever linked with 
our movement, our advocacy, and is 
a real champion for the needs of this 
community.” 

Meanwhile, Schneps’ husband, an 
attorney, encouraged the families 
of Willowbrook to file a class action 
lawsuit against the facility, in concert 
with the American Civil Liberties 
Union. This legal effort was success- 
ful, bringing long-awaited justice to 
those involved. 

“There was the hostility that we 
faced, but thankfully, the parents 


‘association of Willowbrook won the 
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lawsuit,” says Schneps. 

The shutdown brought awareness 
and sunlight to a system in desper- 
ate need. And, with the innovation 
of trained care professionals and 
the leadership of Schneps on the is- 


sue, Life’s WORC launched the state’s © 


_ first-ever group home for children 
with special needs in Little Neck, 
Queens — with half of the residents 
coming from Willowbrook and oth- 
ers from the Queens community. This 
- facility would soon become a model 
used across the state for humane and

“Following the lawsuit, it paved 
the way for new laws on the books to 
allow for a new concept, embraced 
by the care providers of this vulner- 


_ able community, known as group . 


homes,” Schneps says. “We laid the 
groundwork to revolutionize the in- 


dustry, bringing dignified care to 


these individuals, while leaving the 
- large-scale wards in the past. What 
this did was, it allowéd group home 
settings to become lifetime homes for 
individuals with special needs, with 
peers and friends, activities and rec- 
reation. When we purchased the first 
_ group home, there was resistance in 
the community, and we won the case 


in Queens Supreme Court that ruled 
that group residences have rights to’ 


. bein Ri and R2 residential neighbor- 
hoods.” 


_ ~The state now funds group home - 


settings, where qualified and certi- 
fied caregivers with expertise, knowl- 
edge, education and training all 
contribute to the quality-of-life and 
independence-focused care model. - 

“Our biggest challenge, on the 
industry-wide level, is continuing to 
fight for New York State to properly 
staff and fund group homes,” Schneps

states about where advocacy has been 
most impactful of late. “Many people 
in our community involve intense, 
personal care, which is costly, but 
critical. Group residences provide a 
warm home, where individuals can 
take pride in the progress they are 


making on a daily basis, and expand 


their personal horizons.” 

While her involvement may have 
started 50 years ago, the advocacy 
continues for Schneps, whose life 
has-been dedicated to bringing sup- 
port for Life’s WORC. In recognition 
of her efforts, Life’s WORC will be 
honoring Schneps at their 50th An- 
niversary Celebration Gala scheduled 
for April 1, alongside Geraldo Rivera. 
The sold-out, star-studded gala is 
slated to take place at the Garden 
City Hotel. 

Funding has. poured in from

many of New York’s most notable, in- 
cluding but not limited to a $50,000 
donation from honoree Rivera and his 


current and former Fox News Chan- ~- 


nel colleagues. Top-rated news an- 
chor Sean Hannity donated $50,000, 
as did former host Bill O’Reilly. Vari- 
ous other Long Islanders and New 
Yorkers have opened their wallets, 
and their hearts, to give to a cause 
that continues to thrive after five de- 
cades of changing lives for the better. 


- Also contributing the maximum do- 


nations are the Koufakis family, the 
Rogan family, Subaru of America and 
the Manes Peace Prize Foundation. 
“Life’s WORC has become my life’s 
work, literally,’ Schneps says, “pre- 
venting atrocities like Willowbrook 


from ever happening again. It takes . 


vigilance, it takes a commitment of 
a whole community, and it takes the 
generosity of those who are willing to 
support our cause. The support that 
Life’s WORC has gotten for our 50th 
Anniversary Gala is more than just 
overwhelming and humbling, but a 
statement that we remember Willow- 
brook, and we care to make sure that 
this never happens again. 

_“This 50th Anniversary Gala is re- 
ally a celebration of people living with 
dignity in this vulnerable community, 
in comparison with what happened 
in the past,” she continues. “It’s a cel- 
ebration of a new chapter that began 
with the bravery and courage of a few, 
and the dedication of many more to 
make sure that what happened in the 
past is never forgotten.” 

’ Schneps says that Life’s WORC 
now operates 50 group residences, 
day programs and family centers 
for those with autism, and will soon 
open a job-training employment 


center. 

“The Family Center for Autism in 
Garden City is offering art classes, 
music classes, cooking classes — all 
things that develop life skills for indi- 
viduals,” Schneps adds. “At our fam- 
ily centers, we are helping not just 
those with autism and special needs, 
but also their families, with counsel- 
ing and other resources.” 

Schneps is now a community news- 
paper publisher, owning and operat- 
ing 88 newspapers in the New York 
metropolitan area, with her son, Josh 
Schneps. That-began in 1985 with her 
flagship publication The Queens Cou- 
rier, but now includes such papers as 
amNew York Metro, the Long Island 
Press and Dan’s Papers, serving New 
York City, Long Island, Westchester 
and Rockland counties, Philadelphia 
and Palm Beach County. 

Schneps says her inspiration to join 
the news media was the reporting 
done by Geraldo nearly five decades 
ago, which gave a voice to the voice- 
less and taught her the power of the 
press in affecting change. 

“I found purpose in publishing,” 
Schneps says. “Our publications are 
the beacons of reporting by which 
New Yorkers and people around the 
world gather information and make 
informed decisions, find opinions 
and become inspired to act. 

“While I see this as my job, my love 
and devotion is, and will always be, 


helping people with developmental 


disabilities and autism overcome 
challenges and live fulfilling lives,” 
she concludes. “That is my mission, 
and I am proud of all those who work 
with me towards this goal.”

An Interview With Harvey Fierstein: The 
Legendary Playwright and Gay Icon on His 
New Memoir ‘I Was Better Last Night’ 


BY ANGELA LAGRECA 


Don’t be fooled by Harvey Fier- 
stein’s book flap, which says he “lives 
in a small fictional town in Connecti- 
cut.” He’s always up to something. 
And more often than not, he’s being 
praised for it — the four-time Tony 
Award-winning author and legendary 
gay icon has plenty of greatest hits: 
the ground-changing Torch Song Tril- 
ogy, La Cage aux Folles, Kinky Boots, 
Newsies, to name a few. This month, 
a revival of Funny Girl with a revised 
book by Fierstein opens on Broadway 
at the August Wilson Theatre. 

When the pandemic hit, Fier- 
stein cleared his desk of unfinished 
projects, got back to quilt-making 
(something he enjoys and does for his 
friends) and then took on mask-mak- 
ing. “After all that.crap,” he says, he 
got on with the business of memoir- 
making, taking the advice of his agent 
who said, “Give it a try.” 

The literary world is better off now 
that he did. The recently released I 
Was Better Last Night (Knopf/Pen- 
guin Random House): is a .riotous 
romp through Fierstein’s impactful 
and entertaining life, from his up- 
bringing in Bensonhurst, Brooklyn 
as a young Jewish’ gender-question- 
ing boy (It was down these streets 
that I, a self-possessed three-year 
old, nonchalantly wheeled my baby 
doll in her carriage”) to his triumphs 
on Broadway with lots of dishy and 
often hilarious encounters with cre- 
atives and Hollywood stars. In be- 
tween, there’s sex, drugs and lots of 
musical and avant-garde theater. But 
it’s Fierstein’s raw, devilish honesty 
(and his way with a punchline) that 
draws you in and keeps you glued for 
366 pages. 

We caught up with Harvey Fier- 
stein via phone about a week before 
I Was Better Last Night came out (it 
has since landed on The New York 
Times bestseller list) and, as expect- 
ed, got an engaging earful of anec- 
dotes and inspiration.

mon — the happiest people were in 
a relationship, had a job — not a ca- 
reer — had a job, had a place that they 


owned, a secure place and believed in | 


_ God and went to a church or a temple 
or whatever. .... When you add that all 
up, those are all people whose lives 
are settled and done — they have no 
questions. They don’t ask any ques- 
tions, they know who they are, they 
know where they belong ... they are 
happy because they question noth- 
ing ... there is nothing frightening in 
their lives. And then they have to face 
this world that’s changing. 

Why do you think this whole move- 
ment “Make America Great Again” 
happened? The active word there is 
“again” as if you can go backwards. 
They want to go backwards. They’re 
scared of the future, they’re scared 
of their place in the world, they’re 
scared they're getting old, they're 
scared they may have to change — no- 
body wants to change and so “again” 
is the operative word for them; it’s 
the safe place for them. Any antiques 
dealer will tell you if you want to 


become rich, sell people back their. 


childhoods. People want what they 


already know; they’re scared to death 
of the unknown. 


.. is so much anti-trans leg-. 


So it’s new rules? 
Everything that we’ve ever offered 


them is rule-changing. We are con- 
stantly changing the f---ing rules.- 
First, it’s not enough that they have 


to. be gay — now it’s he, her, them, 


this — we just scare the sh-t out of 


them. ... Look at them, lined up on a 
bridge between Canada and America 
screaming that we don’t want to take 
vaccines — and who's their hero?

Animal Rescuer Patsy 
Topping Dies at 77 


Patsy Topping, the co-founder of 
Bridgehampton-based Swan Creek 
Farm, that trained scores of com- 
petitive equestrians and who was 
credited with saving thousands of 

animals from being euthanized, died 
on March 14. She was 77. 

Topping and her husband Alvin es- 
tablished the 37-acre horse farm and 
riding school a half century ago on 
Halsey Lane, where they raised their 
three children, Jagger, Gretchen and 


Christian. About 25 years ago, she’ 


and her husband began to split their 
time between Long Island and South 
Carolina, where they purchased a 
second horse farm. That’s where 
Patsy was inspired to volunteer as a 
rescuer, shuttling cats and dogs from 
Southern shelters to the East Hamp- 
ton-based nonprofit Animal Rescue 


Fund of the Hamptons (ARF) for 
years starting in 2007. 

“A force to be reckoned with, 
Patsy had a special love and gift 
with animals,” ARF wrote in a 
tribute to Topping, who rescued 
unwanted dogs and cats from 
overcrowded, under-resourced 
shelters in South Carolina. “Thou- 
sands of animals owe their lives to 


Patsy, and they have filled thou-. 


sands of homes with boundless 
love.” 

Patricia Clarke Topping was 
born on April 22, 1945 in New Jer- 
sey, one of five children to moth- 
er Janice Smith and Lawrence 
Clarke; who led a fish-processing 
facility in Amagansett before she 
met her husband and moved to the 
South Fork full-time.

Aside from board-

Kk... McBride is a natural relationship builder 
and, perhaps, the most influential business 
strategist in the State of New York.
